At any raic. when we 
enter into the conference next week, we shall 
co so on what is known as the Inverness for- 
mula. There have been so many efforts to settle 
the Irish question, all of which have failed in 
the past, that I find myself compelled to check 
my native hopefulness by the contemplation of 
past failures. 

“ All that I can usefully say now about the 
conference is this: It can only succeed if those 
who enter it make up their minds definitely, 
‘courageously, and resoluicly to trust each to the 
common-sense of their own people, and not try 
to reconcile extremists, who are essentially irre- 
| concilable on either side. 

“1 am certain that the common-sense of the 
British and the Irish people can be trusted to 
make peace upon a basis that will be satis- 
factory to both. But if én either side we feel 
that we are bound—if we fce! that we have 
given hostages, as it were, to extreme views, 
and that we cannot leave the conference cham- 
ber ‘without carrying out the wishes of men 
who hold these views, then I feel it is a hope- 
less endeavour to try and settle that question.”’

i PARIS, Tuesday. . 
Sentiment apart, the French Government will 
be delighted to hear of: a successful outcome of 
the London negotiations between .the British 
Cabinet and tl: leaders of Sinn Fein, because 
it will relieve them of the embarrassment of 
the pronosed Irish Race World Conference in 
Paris on January 21 next. The idea of such a 
conference her: is not looked on with a favour- 
able eye by the French authorities. : 

In the course of a long conversation with a 
French diplomat, well-placed for knowing ‘the 
views of the Cabinet, I learnt that there is the 
greatest objection to France being used as a’ 
centre of revolutionary propaganda against her 
ally, Britain. 

have the best reasons for stating that if 
the holding of such a confereno> were attempted, 
the Freneh authoritics would bring into action 
their unlimited means of preventing it. In 
view of the fact that, in the case of a satis- 
factory ending to the London pourparlers, the 
Irish World. Conference is to be held in Dublin, 
while, in the event of failure, it is listed for 
apis, a Paris Conference would develop into a 
rallying ground for a great political offensive 
against Britain. 

This factor is, of course, too obvious to be 
lost sight of by the diplomats of the Quai 
d'Orsay.

Without flattering Mr. Gavan Duffy in 
the least, it may be said that where he failed

OFFICIAL ATTITUDE. 


It is the mistake of many people, who may 
be euphemistically described as “ unfriendly '' to 
the British Government, that they’ believe the 
criticiem of England in the French Press is in 
line with the attitude of the French Govern- 
ment. Nothing could be further from the truth. 
The French Government is most scrupulous in 
preventing any “ action ” to which the British 
Government could take objection. 

In the eyes of my diplomat friend a Paris 
Conference of Sinn Feiners from Ireland, the 
United States, and the Dominions would come 
within this ban. He admitted that if it were 
arranged in secret it would be hard to prevent 
it, but if preliminary steps were open it would 
not be difficult to counter. The case of the 
English Labour leaders invited to help in the 
organisation of a French general. strike (who 
were “invited ” to leave Frano> immediately | 
under penalty of expulsion) is a sufficient 
example. :

VIEWS OF IRISH TOBACCO 
TRADE. 


Ireland should insist upon unrestricted fiscal 
autonomy was the keynote of a resolution 
passed yesterday at a private conference be- 
tween the Irish tobacco manufacturers and the 
wholesale and retail traders. 

The resolution referred to the conditions men-

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CURIOUS LOCAL PROCEDURE. — 


“At the monthly meeting of the Portadown 
Town Council the Finance Committee reported

Witness did not see the shot and flash deposed 
to by the Lancer officer.

HOOD BORED BY BULLETS. 


Witness found three bullet holes in the back 
of the hood of the car. One shot went through 
the back window. He believed that one of 
these shots killed Lieutenant Souchon. As they 
passed ihe Town Hall there was a burst of fir 
ing from the direction.

A medical officer of the R.A.M.C. said that the 
bullet which caused death struck the forehead 
in the centre, just above the. nose, and came 
out at the back.

A temporary cadet, stationed in Galway, said 
that he did not see any firing in Francis street.

(FROM A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 


PARIS, Tuesday. 

Sentiment apart, the French Government will 
be delighted to hear of a successful outcome of 
the London negotiations between the British 
Cabinet and tl: leaders of Sinn Fein, because 
it will relieve them of the embarrassment of 
the provosed Irish Race World Conference in 
Paris on January 21 next: The idea of such a 
conference her: is not looked on with a iavour- 
able eye by the French authorities. 

In the course of a long conversation with a 
French diplomat, well-placed for knowing the 
views of the Cabinet, I learnt that there is the 
greatest objection to France being used as a 
centre of revolutionary propaganda against her 
ally, Britain. 

Í have the best reasons for stating that if 
the holding of such a conferene> were attempted, 
the French authoritics would bring into action 
their unlimited means of. preventing it. In 
view of-the fact that, in the case of a satis- 
factory ending to the London -pourparlers, the 
Irish World Conference is to be held in Dublin, 
while, in the event of failure, it is listed for 
Paris, a Paris: Conference would develop into a 
rallying ground for a great political offensive 
against Britain. 

This factor is, of course, too obvious to be 
lost sight .of by the diplomats of the Quai 
d'Orsay. And it is exactly this kind of cam- 
paign that they have no intention of permitting 
to be conducted from French soil. 

France will go a certain well-defined distance 
in providing hospitality to the representatives of 
people ‘“‘ struggling for freedom,” but trespass 
on such hospitality is visited with severe action. 
It may be recalled that Mr. Gavan Duffy (of 
whom I have. the pleasantest personal recol- 
lections) was asked to leave French soil at 
twenty-four hours’ notice when he made Paris 
too “live ” a centre of Sinn Fein propaganda, 
despite the fact that his long service with the 


British Embassy here had enabled him to 
establish connections in the most influential 
circles. Without flattering Mr. Gavan Duffy in 


the least, it may be said that where -he failed 
nobody else is khkely to succeed in using Paris 
as a foyer for a Sinn Fein campaign against 
Britain : 


OFFICIAL ATTITUDE. 


It is the mistake of many people, who may 
be euphemistically described as “ unfriendly '' to 
the British Government, that they believe the 
eriticiem of England in the French Press is in 
line with the attitude of the French Govern- 
ment. Nothing could be further from the truth. 
The French Government is most scrupulous in 
preventing any “ action.” to which the British 
Government could take objection. 

In the eyes of my diplomat friend a Paris 
Conference of Sinn Feiners from Ireland, the 
United States. and the Dominions would come 
within this ban. He admitted that if it were 
arranged in secret. it would be hard to prevent 
it, but if preliminary steps were open it would 
not be difficult to counter. ‘The case of the 
English Labour leaders invited to help in the 
organisation of a French mas strike (who 

“invited ’’ to leave Frano: immediately 
under penalty of expulsion) is a 
example. i ' 

On the other hand, I can confidently state 
that the French Government is really anxious 
for a final peaceful settlement from the con- 
ference hetween the Irish and British spokes- 
men. Despite the lingering pain over the Irish 
attitude during the war—the war being ever 
the dominant test in French eves—the centuries’ 
old friendship of France with Ireland leads we!l- 
informed Frenchmen to desire an end to the 
bitter struggle between islands which they re- 
gard as being linked by irresistible natural 
forces. Governed by this wish, they are anxious 
to avoid doing anything which they think wil! 
put obstacles in th: way of its realisation.

WEEVIL PLAGUE. 


DESTRUCTION OF COTTON 
CROP. 


NEW YORK. 

The cotton crop report of the Ameri- 
can Bureau of Box mtd announces that 
the growing season has been the most disastrous 
oh record, the crop showing a loss of 1,666,000 
bales during August and September. It con- 
tinues :-— i 

“Over most of the belt there will be little 
middle crop and practically nd top crop. A 
Swarming plague of boll weevils has advanced 
aimost to the limits of the belt, having gone 
through the lower third of North Carolina into 
eleven counties of Tennessee, ahd over most of 
Airkansas and Oklahoma, practically evérywhere 
im such numbers and doing such damage as has 
npt been experienced since the initial invasion. 

“An army of other wormg is present in 
damaging numbers over most be the territories 
from Mississippi westwards, stripping the leaves 
from the plants over a large area. The general 
crop may be picked out by early November in 
much of the central and eastern territory if 
favourable weather continues. 

“In Texas floods and the weevils. have been 
more or less an off-set to beneficial rains. 

“ As regards the north-western region, in 
some sections picking is completed, and in much 
of the East Gulf territory most or all the crop 
is. at present being picked. The farmers’ plan 
is to clear off the crop and plough early in 
order to diminish the weévil damage next year.”

CRIMINALS TO BE RELEASED. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Monday. 

The British Government has decided to ex- 
change the 51 Turks interned at Malta, includ- 
ing eight war criminals, guilty of the gravest 
offences against British war prisoners, for all 
the British subjects now detained in Anatolia. 

The Government's decision: is unlikely to be 
viewed favourably by the majority of those who 
have been prisoners in Turkey, and many of 
those who know of the decision here are asking 
why steps were not taken to try these eight 
prisoners in 1913, when abundant evidence was 
available, and when the Nationalists had no 
British prisoners over which to bargain. 

I understand that- the war criminals are to be 
released unconditionally. It is thought in some 
quarters that the Nationalists may decide to 
try them themseives, © owing to the present 
ascendancy of the more-moderate elements at 
Angora. If such trials are conducted after the 
definite corclusion’ of peace between Great 
Britain and Turkey, and British witnesses are 
permitted to give evidence, the results would, 
perhaps, be more satisfactory from the British 
standpoint than if held at Angora before the 
conclusion of peace.
